Applicant's arguments are not commensurate in scope with the claims. The argued 
limitations are not in the claims. In addition, the arguments to show that the White 
reference is about a non-permeable barrier is not persuasive. While White or Alexander 
may have intended the product to be a non water-permeable barrier, the reference 
anticipates the claimed invention as shown. 

The argument that the apparent opening of the high loft mat is somehow connected to 
the permeability of the barrier article is not very convincing without any supporting 
evidence. The loft mat is filled with various ingredients/fillers, and the size of the filler 
particles in relation to the mat opening should be smaller to fill the mat opening. 
Therefore, the mat opening of the reference would be in a range at least overlapping the 
claimed range, as shown in the rejection.
